of a natural oyater bar or bed, which 
the Maryland Shell Fish Oommlesſon 
bes bad under consideration. for a 
long time, the following statement 
has been giyen out by the Commiss- 
ion; 

The members of the Maryland Shell 
Fish Commission have had the ques- 
tion of a definition of a ‘natural oys- 
ter bar or bed’’ under careful oon- 
sideration from the date on whioh 
they took the oath of office, 


On January 24 the board met to 
disousa the question and definitely 
adopt if possible, u definition of 3 
natural bed or bar Which, in its ap 
plication to the oyster bottoms aur: 
veyed, will work no hardship to the 
oystermen and at the same time will 
gives the enoouragement to oyater 
planting which was designed to be 
given to it by the Legislature which 
passed the measure under which the 
sufvey ia being made, 

In any definition which might be 
formulated it was recognized that the 
following factors must enter . vitally: 

First—The length of time during 
the dredging and tonging seasons 
when actual tonging or dredging op- 
erations cas be carried ou. 

Second—The sum of money which 
representa the minimum livelihood, 


or living wage, of à tonger or dredger. 


Third—The number of oystera per 
legal bushel as tonged or dredged 
from the oyster frrounds and offered 
for sale. 

Fourth—The price per bushel which 
represents a fair average of that ro- 
dal ved by thè tonger and dredger. 

Fifth—A number of bushels of oys- 
ters which sold at the above average 
price will yield the sums taken to 
represent the livelihood, or living 


“| wage, of a tonger or dredger. 


Basis For Determination. 

To get a basis for determining the 
time available for tonging during a 
tonging season, records of the days 
actually spent by individual tongers 
during several bensons were requested, 
also the amount of oysters caught 
each day and the price received. Re- 
cords were also received from Mr. O. 
F. von Herrmann of the Baltimore 
branch of the United States Weather 
Bureau, showing the weather con- 
ditions every day during five tonging 
seasons at several stations on the bay. 
From these records it was found that 
the number of days when eystering 
waa actually done, or might have 
been done, during six tonging seasons 
wore 65, 100, 101, 00, 99 and 98, The 
board therefore adopted 100 days of 
eight hours each for the ‘purposes of 
effecting a basis for calculation upon 
whioh the status ef oyster grouhds 
may be hereafter determined, 

8. The board, believing that an 
oysterman is not justified in working 
on a bar unless he could make at 
least 75 cents a day, over and gbove 
expenses, for every day of the tong- 
ing season, adopted $977.50 as the 
minimum livelihood of the tonger;

There were a good many consid- 
erations against making such & 
change. Abram was 76 years old 
when he felt the call to go, an age 
when most people prefer reat and 
settlement; {t was a long journey to 
the land selected; it was a new and 
untried experiment and no one knew 
how it would turn out. To become 
the founder of a great nation was 
but a dream. The neighbors, with- 
out doubt, looked upon the whole 
scheme as a “Tom fool's’ errand, 
But we know that it was the best 
thing that ever happened to Abram 
when he turned his back on hia 
country, hia kindred, and his father’s 
house. For 4000 years Abraham has 
teen realizing the promise. 

And this is not by any means a 
soll ary instance. 
and profane is full of instanced, 
where the breabteg up of the hans. 
or the-abandonment of the home use 
reanited‘in untold-dleasings, for the 


exile and for those who remalu de- 


hind. Look at the history of Joseph. 
mevor was a boy in greater danger of 
telag spoiled by indulgence. His 
‘solish old father took no pains to 
disguise hig favoritism. He was of 
superior clay to the rest of the fe u- 
ily in the old man’s estimation, and 
so Joseph was cuddled, and humored 
and rigged out in a crazy quilt coat 
of many colors, until the big broth- 
ers of the family rose in rebellion, 
and threw him out. His fut ire 
career does not excuse thefr con- 
temptible, cowardly conduct, but it 
shows that he had good blood in his 
veins, and some of his grandfather 
Abraham's pluck, for he landed on 
hie feet. He refused to be ürer- 
vhelmed with the disaster, and 
though It took him thirteen years to 
get there he rose to the second place 
in Egyptian affairs, next to the king. 
Sut hé never would have amountéd 
tu a hill of beans if he had remained 
zt home. 

How many men there are in ‘thls 
country to-day of whom the sa 
thing is true, They have come to 
America because there is an oppor 
turity here for the poorest and hut 
biest to make something of himself. 
They “were handicapped. ia’ ‘birt 
in their education, in their financ 
prospects, in their social advantages. 
They were held down by the heel ‘of 
despotism, caste, persecution. But 
they struck out for à distant contl- 
nent, whose beacon light ‘they saw, 
and the peasant has become the 
preacher, the physician, the publish- 
er, the president of institutions of 
learning. They ait in gubernato 
chairs, they wield editorial pens, thy 
legislate in halle of congress. f 

And the same thing is true in the 
moral world. The reformers 
thinkers and spiritual lights of the 
centuries have been the men who 
have followed the voice divine, bid- 
ding them depart from low levels, 
and crude ideas, and mistaken no- 
tions, even though those ideas and 
motions have been held by their 
countrymen, and their kindred ahd 
those of their father’s house.

According to the story of the affair 
told by Captain Johnson, and corro- 
borated by First Mate Frank Bittner 
and other members of the crew who 
witnessed the “tragedy, the schooner 
Randlett, bound from Georgetown, 
8. O., to Baltimore, was off Cape 
Lockout on last Saturday morning 
when the Captain ordered the negro 
Jennings to aaw some wood for the 
fires: The man grumbled at the or- 
der, and finally mutinled openly by 
refusing to do the work. According 
to the Captain and witnesses, the 
negro not only disobeyed the order, 
hut violated all the rules of the sea- 
jg|™anship by inviting the master of 
the vessel down on the deck to fight. 

A few minutes later Captain John- 
son, armed witha revolver, found 
Jennings in the forecastle, and again 
he ordered him on deck to ont the 
wood, when the negro sprang at him 
and struck him in the temple felling 
the officer to the deck. At the sawe 
time, it is alleged, the negro shouted 
u kill yon“ 

When Oaptain Johnson gained his 
feet the negro came at him again, 
and a livaly struggle ensued, daring 
which the two stambling into the 
galley, where Jennings grabbed up 
a long knife, evidently with the in- 
tention of using it in carrying ont 
bis threat against the life of bia su- 
perior. Before the man could do any 
harm with the weapon, however, 
Captain Johnson fired three times. 
Jennings released hie hold on Cap- 
tain Johnson at once, and staggered 
Out on deok, where ha fell, mortally 
wounded, Tho man died an hour 
later.

Among the rank ‘and file of those 
who patronize Ohinese restaurants the 
kayomain is the most popular dish, 
mainly because. it is the oheapest and 
the ‘most filling’ for the money. It is 
simply the Ohinese way of serving 
wheat dough, which the Italians eat 
in the manufactured form of spha- 
getti, Germans in the shape of their 
beloved boiled dough damplings and 
Americans in the form of noodles. 
The Chinese make their noodles in a 
slow and laborious manner Ly band, 
and they donot buy the American 
noodles. After the lump of aongh is 
made ready it is placed upon a large | 
table and an athletic Chinese begins 
with a small regulation roller the op- 
eration of reducing the lamp to the 
thickness of cardboard, It takes him 
hours to do this, and he finishes the 
rolling job with a long roller, for the 
dough sheet is then several square 
feet in extent. It is then itself rolled 
into a compact form like a rolled ap 
window curtain and the enda are slived 
off into shavings with a sharp knife. 
The shavings- are made into little 
balls about as big as the flat, dried 
and are ready for use. When a kayo- 
main ia ordered a ball id dropped into 
a calfiron of boiling water for a few 
seconds only, is removed with a little 
wire net and dropped into a bowl of

The action of the Comptroller of 
tha Ourrenoy was favorably commen- 
26d upon, the opinion being expressed 
that by | this new method which has 
been adopted depositors of all nation- 
al banks will be donbly assured of the 
true condition of the institution trna- 
ted with their deposits. 

The order which is to be sent ont 
from the office of the respective nat- 
ional bank exnminers to tre depositors 
ia as follows: 


Please send your deposit-book to 
your bank aad request that it be bal - 
anced. Upon its return, -please state 
hereon over your own signature as in- 
dicated the amount of the balance 
thereon, and whether the same is cor- 
rect or not. 


If the bauk holds for yon special 


deposits of any kind whioh do nat ap- # 


pear on your deposit-bock, please state 
their amoont and of what they con- 
aist, The usual periodical examina- 
tion of the bank has been made, and 
this information is requested solely 
for the purpose of verifying the cor- 
rectness of the bank's accounts and is 
not intended to reflect in any way up- 
on the bank’s condition. 

This statement, when filled ont by the 
depositor is to be mailed, signed to 
the office of the national bank exami- 
ner.
